Situated in the foot-hills of the Adirondacks, Saratoga Springs possesses 
the charm of both mountain and lake country. Parks and hills for stroll- 
ing or tramping, splendid motor roads, and two excellent golf courses, 
offer recreation of many kinds. Well-appointed hotels insure convenience 
and comfort without the discomfort of the mid-summer dust and confusion 
of the city.

Those who attended the arduous war-time conference of 1918, and 
those who prefer a resort for A. L. A. meetings—in other words, a prob- 
ably large majority—will heartily approve the choice of Saratoga Springs 
for the 46th annual meeting.

A Commission on the Library and Adult 
Education will soon be appointed by the A. 
L.A. Executive Board. Its duties as defined 
in the resolution will be: “To study the adult 
education movement and the work of libraries 
for adults and older boys and girls out of 
school; to report its findings and its recom- 
mendations to the Council.” The Commis- 
sion is authorized to appoint an Advisory 
Committee, if it wishes. 

It is expected that the Commission, with 
the help of a capable executive assistant, will 
study the movement for adult education as re- 
corded in the final report of the Adult Edu- 
tion Committee of the (British) Ministry of 
Reconstruction, the bulletins of the World 
Association for Adult Education, and in other 
books, pamphlets and magazine articles; that 
it will arrange for conferences with leaders 
in workers education, university extension, 
correspondence instruction, Chautauqua read- 
ing courses and other related matters and with 
students of adult education generally. It will 
of course make a detailed study of the adult 
education activities in American libraries. 

It is hoped that the report not only will in- 
clude the findings of the Commission but will

sented to the Council at Saratoga Springs. 

In order to secure a hearing before the or- 
ganizations most interested in the work, the 
American Library Association Executive 
Board is asking the following groups and ed- 
ucational agencies to send representatives: 
library schools and their alumni associa- 
tions, training classes, summer schools, nor- 
mal schools, correspondence courses, library 
commissions, the Special Libraries Associa- 
tion, and the Trustees Section. 

The meetings, however, are open to any li- 
brarians or others interested in librarianship, 
particularly to members of the Education, 
Library Service, National Certification and 
Training, and Recruiting Committees. Those 
who desire to attend the meetings, and are not 
identified with any of the groups invited, will 
confer a favor if they will notify the Amer- 
ican Library Association Headquarters office 
(86 East Randolph Street, Chicago) of their 
intentions, so that full information as to the 
time at which various topics are to be dis- 
cussed may be sent to them. 


The A. L. A. Committee on Work with 
the Blind is now running a “Book News” 
column in the Outlook for the Blind at the 
invitation of the American Foundation for the 
Blind. The Outlook is the most important 
periodical dealing with the subject of blind- 
ness in this country. It is published by the 
American Foundation, 41 Union Square, West, 
New York City. 


The “Booklist of Braille Books” which has 
been published semi-annually for several years 
by the American Library Association as a 
temporary measure (under the title Booklist 
of Revised Braille) has now been taken over 
by the Foundation and appears quarterly in 
the Outlook for the Blind. The A. L. A. 
Committee has been asked to continue to edit 
this list so it now appears as the joint pub- 
lication of the Foundation and the Commit- 
tee. Copies of current and of back numbers 
may be had from the office of the Foundation 
without charge. 

For the past several years, probably as one 
of the results of the Enlarged Program cam- 
paign, the Committee has been interested in 
raising funds for increasing embossed litera- 
ture which, as everyone connected with the 
work realizes, is distressingly limited. This 
year the Committee and the Foundation are 
co-operating in their efforts to increase this 
fund. 


The Council of the American Library Asso- 
ciation on January 1, 1924, considered a reso- 
lution submitted by the Rhode Island Library 
Association recommending “biennial instead 
of annual conferences of the American Li- 
brary Association, with regional meetings on 
alternate years,” and asked the A. L. A. “to 
take such regular and constitutional action as 
will assist in the inauguration of this plan 
in 1927, the first year of the second half 
century of the Association.”

MAKING THE CONFERENCE COUNT 


By M. S. DupGEon 


Every library has tried to make the A. 
I. A. meeting the occasion for the investiga- 
tion of puzzling library problems. The Mil- 
waukee Public Library obtained satisfactory 
results from the Hot Springs conference by 
systematically following a definite plan in 
making these investigations and in report- 
ing results. The value of the suggestion is 
not in its originality but in the thorough 
manner in which the old idea was worked 
out. . 

The heads of departments talked over in 
some detail the problems which faced us. 
The A. L. A. program was checked over care- 
fully for items which might throw a side- 
light on these problems. Each head of a 
department was asked to file a definite writ- 
ten statement of problems needing solution. 
All who intended to go to the meeting met 
in advance; these questions were thrashed 
out with care and each person expecting to 


attend was assigned a quota of the prob- 


lems. Each then agreed to get absolutely 
all the available data upon the questions as- 
signed to him from public meetings and to 
make these problems whenever possible the 
subject of private conversation and discus- 
sion with other librarians. 

Each individual was urged to keep at hand 
the memorandum of his assignments, to have 
the problem constantly in mind throughout 
the trip, and upon his return to make a 
concise summary of his investigation with 
conclusions, confining his report to 400 words. 
The librarian went over these reports; all 
were briefly discussed and a few were re- 
Each then drafted his final re- 
port, striving for definiteness and clearness 
These reports were then 
mimeographed and sent out to every member 
of the board in connection with the advance 
nctice of the next board meeting, the at- 
tention of the board members being directed 
to a perusal of them.

Some members of 
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the board read carefully all of the reports 
and commented upon them at the board meet- 


ing. 


The thoroughness of the investigation, the 
conciseness of the reports, and their value 
to the library, was at once recognized by 
the board. The unanimous opinion of the 
board was that such concrete results made 
attendance at the meeting of distinct value 
to the library and naturally this opinion will 
influence the future attitude of the board 


toward A. L. A. and other library meetings. 


A word of caution: The members of the 
staff should not be so impressed with the 
seriousness of the undertaking as to be de- 
prived of a genuine enjoyment of the A. 
L. A. convention. 


May I repeat, that my purpose in writing 
this is not to suggest that we have discovered 
a new plan but to relate the excellent results 
that came from a very careful working out 
of an old plan. 





The Louvain Library 


The construction and gift to Belgium of the new library building 
for the University of Louvain will serve not merely as a permanent 
protest against the desecration, even in war, of institutions of learning 
and of the precious memorials of literature, but as a visible and perma- 
nent reminder of American sympathy, American aid, and American 


sacrifice in all that the resisting courage and sacrifice of Belgium stood 
for during the contest. 


And every contribution from a library, or from a librarian, will be 
an assertion of faith in the mission of books and of libraries; not merely 
to intensify the qualities which induced that resistance and evoked the 
aid which enabled it to triumph, but also to promote among nations the 
understanding which may preclude similar hazards, and the need of 
similar sacrifices in the future. 


All this, in addition to the direct and specific service which the 
building will perform as the resource of successive generations of stu- 





dents and men of learning whose influence may prove of the utmost im- 
portance to Europe and to mankind. 


With all these elements of appeal every person whose work is with 
a library should, I think, feel a determination to contribute, however 
small a sum. He cannot be content to be “left out.”

Comparisons of Salaries and Requirements of Education and Experience in Large Cities 


By Mary Koseticu, A.L.A. Committee on Salaries 


From the replies to questionnaires sent to 
public schools and public libraries in thirty 
cities of the United States, having more than 
175,000 population and located in different 
sections, comparisons have been made between 
positions requiring similar qualifications of 
education, experience, and ability: 

I. Elementary School Teachers and Li- 

brary Assistants. 


II. High School Teachers and First As- 
sistants in Libraries. 


III. School Principals and Branch Libra- 
rians. 
IV. Heads of Departments in Schools and 


Libraries. 


Salary Comparison 


Due to variance in the purchasing power of 
the dollar in different sections of the country, 
it is only just to analyze salaries of librarians 
and teachers in the same city. 

I. Elementary School Teachers and Li- 
brary Assistants. 

In a comparison of the salaries of elemen- 
tary grade teachers and library assistants,* the 
initial positions in each system which demand 
experience or education beyond high school, 
one city, Rochester, has the same schedule, 
$1200 minimum and $2000 maximum per an- 
num, for both positions. Twenty cities pay a 
higher initial salary to the grade teacher than 
to the library assistant. The difference varies 
from $4 a year in Boston to $520 in Balti- 
more. Nine of the cities pay higher initial 
salaries to the library assistant. They are 
Akron, Atlanta, Buffalo, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Indianapolis, Minneapolis, Toledo, and Wash-

in Washington, D. C., to $240 in Detroit. 

In every city except Rochester and Kansas 
City the maximum offered the grade teacher 
exceeds that for the library assistant from 
$36 in Atlanta to $1810 in Brooklyn. In Kan- 
sas City the maximum of the library assistant 
is greater by $12. 


II. High School Teachers and First As- 
sistants in Libraries. 

High school teachers and first assistants in 
a library may likewise be compared since both 
positions demand similar qualifications of ex- 
perience and education, generally graduation 
from college, for highest efficiency. Among 
the same thirty cities, twenty-seven cities pay 
higher initial salaries to teachers in junior 
and senior high schools than to first assistants 
in libraries. The difference varies from $30 
in Cleveland and Seattle to $700 in Newark. 
Three cities, Detroit, Indianapolis, and Min- 
neapolis, pay higher initial salaries to first as- 
sistants. The difference ranges from $120 in 
Indianapolis to $500 in Minneapolis. 

In every city the maximum for the high 
school teacher exceeds that for the first as- 
sistant from $228 in Kansas City to $2295 in 
Queens Borough of New York City.

School Principals and Branch Libra- 


Principals of elementary schools and branch 
librarians may be compared satisfactorily, for 
executive ability must be combined with edu- 
cational qualifications in each position. In 
twenty-nine of the thirty cities, the elementary 
principal receives from $20 in Cleveland to 
$2116 in New York more as a minimum sal- 
ary. There is only one city that offers a 
branch librarian a larger initial salary than 
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the principal of the smallest grade school. 
This is Washington, D. C.,* paying $210 more 
to the head of a branch library. 

A larger maximum is offered in every case 
for the position of principalship. The differ- 
ence varies from $168 in Kansas City to $2983 
in Queens Borough of New York City. 

IV. Heads of Departments in Schools and 
Libraries. 

Heads of departments in both schools and 
libraries must in each case have specialized 
training and experience. In comparing their 
salaries in the same thirty cities, twenty-six 
cities offer a larger initial salary to the de- 
partment head in the school, which includes 
supervisor in the elementary schools, head of 
a department in high school, and city director 
of a special subject. The difference varies 
from $50 in Louisville to $2150 in Chicago. 
One city,. Minneapolis, pays the same initial 
salary, $2200, to the library department head 
and the supervisor in the elementary schools. 
Two cities offer a larger initial salary to the 
department head in the library than to the 
supervisor in the elementary schools, Atlanta, 
$4 more, and Rochester, $300 more. One city, 
Birmingham, pays the same salary, $1800, to 
both library and high school department heads. 

In twenty-five cities, all three types of de- 
partment heads in the school system receive a 
higher maximum than the department head in 
the library. The difference varies from $300, 
the additional amount given to both elemen- 
tary supervisors in Kansas City and depart- 
ment heads in the Milwaukee high schools, to 
$3000 in the Jersey City high schools. Two 
cities offer the same maximums to heads of 
departments in libraries and supervisors in 
schools, Cleveland $3600 and 
Louisville $2400. Indianapolis offers a higher 
maximum to the library department head than 


elementary

to the supervisor in the elementary schools by 
$140, Seattle, by $330. Detroit offers a higher 
maximum to the library than to the high 
school department head by $350, Seattle, by 
$330. 


From these comparisons, these facts become 
evident. The higher the status of the library 
position, the less the financial return in com- 
parison with positions of similar status in the 
school system. This is true not only of the 
minimum salaries, but of maximum salaries, 
as well. Again few library schedules guaran- 
tee a regular and automatic increase each year 
as provided in practically every school sched- 
ule for the teacher whose work has been satis- 
factory. In other words, the library does not 
offer as promising a future financially to those 


choosing a career as the school system. 


Education and Experience Comparison 


Complete data regarding the education and 
experience required in the elementary posi- 
tions of the two professions was received from 
twenty of the thirty cities. Comparison of 
this information indicates that for the posi- 
tion of elementary grade teacher, six of the 
twenty cities require no additional education 
beyond high school, and require experience 
For the 
position of library assistant, seven of the cities 


require no additional education beyond high 


varying from “none” to four years. 


school and experience varying from “none” to 
two years. 

Again, for the elementary teaching position, 
twelve of the cities require two years of nor- 
mal training and experience varying from 
“none” to three years. Two of the cities re- 
quire one year of normal training and two or 
four years’ experience. For the elementary 
library position, ten of the cities require a 
training course varying from six weeks to one 
year, but averaging six months, and require 
experience which varies from “none” to “ade- 


quate.” However, three of the cities require

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a college education and either a training 
course or one year in a library school, but no 
actual experience. 

The conclusions are that in the position of 
grade teacher a year and a half more addi- 
tional professional training is required than 
for the position of library assistant. The re- 
quirement for experience is on an average 
greater by two years in the elementary teach- 
ing position.

In listing salaries, schedules as adopted by 
boards of education have been used in the case 
of schools, schedules in actual operation in 
the case of libraries. In education and ex- 
perience, minimum requirements for each posi- 
tion are listed. “College 4 yrs.”, “Normal 
2 yrs.” indicate graduation from the institu- 
tion. “Lib School 1 yr.” refers to graduation 


from only those schools which belong to the 


Association of American Library Schools, 
while “Tr Course 4 mos.” indicates an ap- 
prentice course offered by the local library.
